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1 Tf volumes are not available, a mix of functional class and volumes may be used to estimate AADT in the 
following way: Use the <1500 category for local streets in neighborhood slow zones. Use the 1500-3k category 


for local streets outside of neighborhood slow zones. Use the 3k - 6k category for any collector street and any 
1-lane minor arterial street. Use the >6k category for any major arterial and 2+ lane /direction minor arterial. 


2 If any of the following conflict factors are present, add 1 to the LTS score: industrial, commercial, or hotel 
uses; key bus route; valet zone; pick-up /drop-off zone; cab stand; or school. 


3 For shared streets to meet all ages and abilities criteria, prevailing vehicle speeds should not exceed 10 mph. 


4 For neighborhood greenways to meet all ages and abilities criteria, horizontal and/or vertical deflection 
measures should be used to keep prevailing vehicle speeds under 20 mph.
